Conditions of Sale. 


I. fT'HE purchafers muft fuffer their pictures to he hung up in 
JL their prefent hate, during the time of the exhibition, 
which will continue till about the middle or the latter end of May 
1788 

II. The Committee appointed for conducting the Sale, muft 
have the directions of the purchafers, and will give them notice three 
days previous to the removal of the pictures, which muft be at the 
purchafer’s expence. 

III. The pictures, with the names of matters, are entred ia 
the catalogue, according to the lifts received with them, from the 
perfons they belong to, and fo cannot be warranted as to purity and 
originalityi therefore the purchafer muft leave his own judgement to 
decide, or that of whomfoever he may choofe to confult. 

IV. If the meafure of each picture fpecified in the catalogues 
fhould not be exaCt, the purchafer mull fubmit to the chance. 

V. The names of the two perfons of the Committee appointed 
to fell the pictures, will be printed on the lifts of prices, and they 

are

are to give receipts for the earned money of the pictures, which being 
ligncd by them both, will infure the poffeffion of them to the 

Purchafers. 

VI. The buyer is todepofit twenty-five percent, on the price 
of the purclufe j but this condition of twenty-five per cent, as 
earned: money, extends only to pictures of one hundred pounds value, 
or above; for pictures under that fum, and above twenty, the purchafer 
is to pay the third part as earned money; and for pictures of twenty 
pounds value and under, half of the purchafe money is to be laid down. 

VII. No pictures can be confidered as fold, unlefs the above- 
mentioned dcpofit money is paid. 

VIII. The purchafer will receive, is fpecified, three days 
notice, or perhaps more, of the time allotte. . the delivery of the 
pictures, which will be continued two fucceflive days, and if during 
thofe two days, he fend not for what he has bought, and does not 
complete his payments, he will lofe his right to the purchale and the 
earned money. 

IX. Any purchafer, who, inflead of paying the earned money 
to the Committee, may prefer depofiting it in the hands of Mail'. 
Pybus and Co. Bankers in Bond Street, will be equally fecure in their 
depofit, till the pi&ures are delivered, on producing a receipt from the 
above-mentioned bankers to the faid Committee, if they have not pre- 
vioufly difpofed of the pictures; but this only regards thole purcha¬ 
fers of no lefs value than fifty pounds.
